|Awarded City 
ighway Bonds 


The Grayling State Bank was 
the successful bidder for $142,000 


in City of Grayling bonds, for the 


low bid of 4 and one-quarter per 
cent interest. 

There were four bidders for the 
bonds but the bank was awarded 
the bonds at-a special City Coun- 
sel meeting held last- Monday 
evening for their low bid. 

The bonds will be repaid over 
a ten year period from proceeds 
from the Motor Vehicle Highway 
Fund payments anticipated from 
the State of Michigan during the 
next ten years. The money ob- 
tained from the sale of the bonds 
will be used by the City of Gray- 
ling to improve Michigan Avenue 
from Park Street to the County 
Road. The street is to be widened 
and curbs and gutters installed 
along with the necessary storm 
sewer. . 

Officers and directors of the 
bank stated that they entered 
what they felt would be the lowest 
bid to not only obtain the bonds 
but to give the City of Grayling 
the best: possible interest rate. 
The bank officers and directors 
further stated that they had all 
possible optimism that Grayling’s 
future was assured and that fu- 
ture growth and expansion would 
justify the low interest rate given. 


Plan Test For

There is ample room for im- 
provement on last year’s safety 
record which was marred when 
12 persons were killed and 200 
wounded by firearms during these 
small game seasons. 

Department officials stress that 
the greatest menace to hunter life 
and limb during this year’s sea- 


| persons were 


loading and unloading. Three 
fatally wounded 
[while holding their weapons by 
‘the ‘muzzle ‘and ‘elubbing.game., 
careless fence and log crossing, 
careless handling of weapons, trip- 
ping and falling, defective weap- 
ons and loaded weapons in cars, 
boats and tractors. 

Hunters are reminded that shot- 
guns and rifles must be unloaded 
and either broken down, in a case, 
or in the trunk when they are 
carried in cars. 

Observance of these rules will 
help hunters from becoming & 
1959 accident statistic: 1) Be sure 
of your target before you pull the 
trigger; 2)Know what is beyond 
your taget; 3)Know where your 
companions are located; 4) Always 
carry your gun so that you can 
control the direction of the muzzle 
if you should stumble; 5) Never 
climb a tree or fence or jump a 
ditch with a loaded gun; 6) Know 
and respect Michigan’s game laws.
